London is following the example of Amster- 
dam and Hamburg; and in Turin where 
our old standard of ‘Jegal” interest has 
been retained at five per cent. the govern- 
ment is compelled to throw the trade open 
or to see capital leaving which is per- 
emptory needed forimprovement. France 
has been buying gold at any price, in order 
to dress the returns of the bank for the 
monthly parade, and to conceal the real 
state of the deficitin France. But we find 
that there isthe same deficit in Europe, 
the same in America, the same throughout 
the commercial world. Now, in America, 
the power of production is capable of an 
indefinite and not tardy expansion ; not- 
withstanding the high rate of interest, 
American gold has not ceased to cross the 
Atlantic; so thatitis not America whichis 
causing the drain. Neither isit England; 
where the proportion of transactions based 
on real changes at a profit is large almost 
beyond precedent; afact known by the 
details of commerce and attested by the ex- 
traordinary small proportions of bankrupt- 
cies after so prolongued a “ tightness” in 
the money market, Speaking generally 
and excepting the fictions of positive fraud, 
our trade is peculiary genuine. Yet our 
money is not enough for our pu 
We do not occasion the drain, but suffer it, 
France does both. She drains us to fill up 
aconstant leak. In France, therefore, the 
money ayailable is too little for the busi- 
ness on hand ; but the derangemnt is great- 
er somewhere else. “Where else?” is a 
question difficult to answer offhand. Aus- 
tria and Russia could probably account for 
some of the gold absorbed. We might 
probably find the place of the greatest de- 
ticiency by tracing the rate of the interest 
actually paid ;{butit is not necessary. We 
see ey enough that there is more busi- 
ness on hand than capital to coverit, If 
there was a surplus capital in Europe we 
could suffer thesuperabundance to be set 
aside and invested in works of prospective 
utility ; since that is not so, if we are en- 
| gaged in purely prospective utility, we may 
| at once perceive that they will make no 
present return for the capital laid out upon 
them; the circle of exchanges will stop at 
such parts; and those who are risking their 
property will find tImt, although wealthy 
at some future date, they are beggers to 
day. Those classes who risk their industry 
depend upon the present; if interruption 
in the circle of returns is ruin to the hum- 
ble capitalist, it is starvation to the artizan 
and labourer. Is there any reason to sup- 
pose that a large part of the trade of Europe 
is in this state of present sterility—that it 
is, for present purposes, 80 far baseless and 
unreal? Yes, we have many evidencies 
of it. Ifsome of the great societies of Paris 
are based upon real transactions, with suf- 
ficiont security ; others, we know, are not 
so. One of the innumerable “ companies” 
of Paris is before the world just now in 
conjnnetion with the frauds of two of its 
original directors ; and the capital implica- 
tod in the acts of the two men and of other 
undortakings is stated at £2,000,000.
